WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(AP)—Chiefs of the three rail- 
road unions who cancelled strike authorizations only after

On Bath Tubs 


WASHINGTON, Der. 30.—(4)—~— 
The nation's war economy passed 
a major milestone today when or- 
ders were issued for the manufac 
ture of 2,000,000 electric trons and 
50,000 bath tubs in 1944—the first 
important resumption of civilian 
manufacture since the war started. 

Production of both items was 
halted early in 1942 to preserve 
short supplies of strategic metals. 

The 1944 output of bath tubs will 
be reserved for installation in 
war housing projects. The irons 
will be distributed through nor- 
mal trade channels, not rationed, 
and should be generally available 
by summer. 

The War Production Board 
stressed that the new authoriza- 
tion does not mean general re 
sumption of civilian goods manu- 
facture. Other civilian production 
which has been banned will not 
be authorized until it is demon- 
strated that an item: (1) is ur- 
gently needed by the civilian 
populace; (2) its manufacture-is 
certain not to upset materials or 
manpower requirements. 

Production of 2,000,000 irons 
will call for insignificant amounts 
of steel, copper and other metals, 
the WPB said, and the labor re- 
quired is largely only semi-skilled. 
Elderly women unsuited to more 
arduous war work can perform a 
majority of the operations, the 
WPB reported. 

Factories producing the 1944 
iron output are deemed to be un- 
suited to war production, or to 
possess excess capacity to permit 
operation without reducing war 
output. 

The 1944 production of irons 
will be approximately 40 per cent 
of the annual peacetime output.

Women Want New Constitution 
To Guarantee Places on Juries 


Women organizations that have 
fought persistently for more than 
a decade to win for Georgia wom- 
en the right to serve on juries will 
ask that Georgia’s new constitu- 
tion guarantee them this right. 

Mrs. Herbert Fay Gaffney, of 
Columbus, head of the Georgia 
Women’s Democratic party, said 
her organization is having a repre- 
sentative, Mrs. J. A. Rollison, of 
Waycross, make this request of the 
commission redrafting the consti- 
tution. Governor Arnall is chair- 
man of the commission. 

The Georgia League of Women 
Voters, which has played a lead- 
ing role in the fight, and other 
womens’ organizations, probably 
will join in making the request, 
Mrs. Rollison said. 

The Democratic women will ask 
the commission to omit the word 
“men” from that provision of the 
constitution referring to qualifica- 
tion of jurors. By dropping this 
one word, the constitution will 


open jury service to all qualified 
adults, it was pointed out. 

The fight heretofore has been 
waged in the Georgia legislature. 
It has been in the form of having 
the word “men” as used in the 
constitution interpreted as a col- 
lective noun meaning all persons. 

Every legislature since 1934 has 
found a bill introduced to enable 
women to serve on juries. But 
none has ever voted on the ques- 
tion. Every such bill has died in 
committees. 

Schools to train Georgia women 
for jury service were conducted 
over the state about six years ago, 
with judges favorable to the pro- 
posal serving as instructors. 

Half the states now permit 
women to serve on juries, and 
moves are under way in Florida 
and other states to grant this right.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(#)— 
Esquire magazine, whose Varga 
girl drawings and other material 
offended the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s sense of modesty, was or- 
dered deprived of its second-class 
mailing privileges tonight. 

Without ruling directly on the 
question whether the magazine is 
obscene, a question much debated 
at lengthy hearings, Postmaster 
General Frank C. Walker ordered 
the mailing privileges revoked ef- 
fective February 28. 


The action was taken on the 
grounds the magazine fails to 
meet the requirements of being 
“originated and published for the 
dissemination of information of a 
public character or devoted to lit- 
erature, the sciences, arts, or some 
special industry.” 

During the long hearings, the 
Post Office Department attorneys 
sought to show that the magazine 
was not only cbscene but lewd 
and lascivious. In turn the pub- 
lication marshaled a long list of 
witnesses, including Henry L. 
Mencken, who defended the use of 
such words as’ “backside” and 
“bawdy house;” and a  neuro- 
psychologist who called the light- 
ly-clad Varga girls “good clean pic- 
tures, a tribute to American wom- 
anhood.” 

In his decision, Walker said 
writings and pictures may be 
“indecent, vulgar, risque, and 
still, not be obscene in a _ tech- 
nical sense.” 

“When such writings or pic- 
tures occur in isolated instances 
their dangerous tendencies and 
malignant qualities may be con- 
sidered of less importance,” he 
continued. 

“When, however, they become 
a dominant and systematic fea- 
ture, they most certainly cannot 
be said to be for the public good, 
and a publication which uses 
them in that manner is not mak- 
ing the ‘special contribution to 
the public welfare’ which con- 
gress intended.”

U. S. Eighth Air Force and mark- 
ed the force’s first major opera- 
tion since the naming of Major 
General James H. Doolittle as its 
commander.

night operations with the loss of 
20 planes. This was ‘ell below 
the average of 28 bombers lost in 
the seven previous raids. 

“SKY BLACK” 

“The sky was black with Fort- 
resses,” commented Gunner Ser- 
geant Adrian J. McKee, of Sweet- 
water, Texas, of the Fortress 
“Widow Maker.” On the other 
hand the crews of one base re- 
ported seeing only 10 enemy fight- 
ers, most of which presumably 
were grounded by the same 
weather which aided the RAF last 
night while the Americans used 
their newly-disclosed equipment 
and tactics to search out targets. 

Another’ division of Fortresses 
was attacked by about 50 fight- 
ers, however, and Sergeant Carl 
Hartnett, of Benld, IJl., gunner on 
“The Joker,” said, “I saw about 
20 Jerries tear into the group fly- 
ing behind us.”

20 New Cases of ‘Flu’ 
Reported in Atlanta 


Twenty new cases of influenza 
were registered yesterday with 
the city health department, push- 
ing the total to 178 reported since 
last Saturday, but W. H. Edwards 
Jr., city sanitary engineer, an- 
nounced that the figure for the 
year is far below former years 
and is not near the epidemic stage 
at this time. 

Up until last Sunday, 1,246 
cases of influenza have been re- 
ported, but this figure compares 
with 4,406 in 1932, 1,315 in 1935, 
2,888 in 1937, 1,435 in 1939, 1,270 
in 1940, 3,499 in 1941, Cases re- 
ported in other years from 1932 
are—964 in 1933, 973 in 1934, 377 
in 1936, 441 in 1938, 428 in 1942. 


Dr. James E. Hackney, city 
health director, said if cases con- 
tinue to mount for the remainder 
of the influenza ‘season,” the cold 
winter months, the city probably 
will have “a mild epidemic of 
mild influenza.”

All Anthracite 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 30.—(4)— 
Secretary Ickes decreed today that 
the midwest shall get no “more 
anthracite for the next three 
months because eastern consum- 
ers will need all available along 
with a lot of bituminous coal, to 
keep from freezing. 

The fuel administrator said some 
eastern distributors “think Santa 
will bring them anthracite” and 
are refusing to handle bituminous 
coal. He warned these distributors 
that ‘we will ship it in anyhow 
and make it available to the con- 
sumers ourselves. We aren’t going 
to let the people freeze.” 

In a bellicose mood at a press 
conference, Ickes also took the 
War Manpower Commission to 
task. Lawrence A. Appley, execu- 
tive director of the manpower 
commission, had told reporters the 
coal shortage is due chiefly to 
strikes and not to a manpower 
shortage. He conceded, however, 
that there is a shortage of miners 
and said the commission is trying 
to relieve it. 

Ickes drew a line at the Ohio- 
Pennsylvania boundary and said 
no more anthracite will be ship- 
ped west of that line until April 
1. He said this would provide 
about 300,000 more tons for the 
eastern anthracite-using region. 
Anthracite is produced in eastern 
Pennsylvania only. 

Ickes reported that coal produc- 
tion this year fell far short of 
actual consumption, thus reducing 
stock piles. 

“T am not God!” the secretary 
exclaimed. “I can’t make anthra- 
cite that’s not there, and I can’t 
produce miners.” 

Dealers who are reluctant to 
handle bituminous, he asserted, 
are “willing to do anything to win 
the war except the one thing they 
are capable of doing,” and he 
added there is “too damned much” 
of this sort of thing in the United 
States.

It has been officially announced, many 
times in recent months, that the menace of 
‘enemy submarines in the Atlantic has been so 
reduced that it is- rare, nowadays, for any 
ship to fail victim to the underwater war- 


ships. 

The sources of those announcements were 
such none of us doubted the truth of the state- 
ment.

Homicides in Atlanta 

It is highly gratifying to learn that Atlanta’s 
homicide rate shows a remarkable drop for the 
year just drawing to a close. With four days 
yet to go, a renort compiled Monday revealed 
there were 53 homicides within the city limits 
curing the past year, which is approximately 
half the average total for the past several 
years. , 

Atlanta, together with other large cities of 
the south, has long occupied an unenviable 
position in homicide statistics for the nation 
es a whole. Year after year, Atlanta, Bijrming- 
ham, Memphis, New Orleans and other south- 
ern cities have shown homicide rates, per 1,000 
of population, several times greater than even 
such notorious centers of gangsterism as 
Chicago. 

Examination of the statistics show the 
reason for the high in the south lies 
chiefly with the Negro population. Of the 53 
homicides for 1943, for instance, 41 were Negro. 
In 1942 eight whites and 76 Negroes were thus 
slain and in 1941 the figures were nine white 
and 107 Negro. 

There is a certain type of Negro which holds 
life cheaply. Racial and economic conditions 
are partly to blame. There is, however, another 
condition which undoubtedly contributes to the 
high murder rate among the Negroes. That is, 
too often the prosecuting officials in the courts 
regard Negro murder tria ~ too lightly. There 
is too much of the attitude, “it’s just arother 
Negro killing.” The result is that in too many 
cases the guilty killer is permitted to escape 
the death penalty and is. instead, senténced to 
a prison term from which he will gain his

Joseph A. McCord 


Joseph A. McCord, whose death came in 
his 87th year, yesterday morning, was one of 
the outstanding examples of Atlantans who, 
born in smaller Georgia communities, have 
come to this city in youth and then become 
leaders in her most vital activities. 

Mr. McCord was a native of Newton county, 
coming to Atlanta ‘in, 1890. He entered the 
banking business in 1892, with the old Atlanta 
Trust and Banking Company. From that point 
on his career was a record of advancing service 
and advancing responsibility. He retired as 
governor of the Sixth District Federal Reserve 
Bank only when advancing age compelled his 
withdrawal from active business affairs. 

It was both as banker and as lay leader in 
the church that Mr. McCord was best known. 
He was one of the organizers of St. Mark Meth- 
odist church, he was a member of the Warner 
Hill Bible class there, a trustee of Salem Camp 
Ground and trustee and chairman of the execu- 


‘ tive committce of Young Harris College. 


He served his city and state and nation 
in many other capacities. He was a man whom 
others instinctively liked and respected. His 
life contributed a large share of the develop- 
ment of his adopted city. He was a good man, 
a successful man and, in every respect, a most 
distinguished Atlantan.

plan,” or covering of the railroad 
center of downtown Atlanta, given in an article 
by Governor Arnall in last Tuesday’s Constitu- 
tion, revives hope of accomplishment of what is, 
beyond, doubt, the most vitally needed public 
improvement in the city. 

Furthermore, the sane and intelligent plan- 
ning revealed in the Governor’s article makes 
that hope brighter than it has ever been. There 
is really no reason why the plan should not be 
carried through and work on it begin soon after 
the war is over, when such public projects will 
be needed to aid the national and local economy 
over the inevitable gap between war construc:

Then, the idea was to erect a “market house” on 
arches over the tracks. 

But the modern “plaza plan” doesn’t go back that far. Though 
it has been a dream for many years, even in its modern incarna- 
tion. 
The late Haralson Bleckley, well-known Atlanta architect, was 
generally known as the “father of the plaza plan.” 

The late Clark Howell Sr., publisher and editor of The Con- 
sitution, was a staunch supporter of the plan. Time and again 
he ran vigorous editorial campaigns on its behalf. Though | have 
no idea of the date, I recall The Constitution publishing. once, a 
large picture of Bleckley’s drawing of the plaza as it would appear. 

In that picture the entire railroad trackage from Spring street 
to Central avenue was covered—roofed over.

WASHINGTON. PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
A NEW YEAR'S PREDICT] JN WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 


As the old year passes 
into history and the dawn of the new vear begins, it seems more 
appropriate to give a preview of things to come rather than a 
review of things that have gone 

Without any attempt at prophecy, it seems reasonable to 
assume that world events scheduled to take 
place in the 1944, now upon us, are destined to 
have a more far-reaching effect on history and 
the peace of nations than anything that has hap- 
pened for more than a hundred years. 

The one great fact that emerges as a cer- 
tainty of realization in 1944 is the long-awaited 
opening of the second front in Europe 

That will be, or promises to be, the great 
climactic development of the war, far transcend- 
ing in importance and drama anything that has 
happened heretofore. It will be the curtain 
raiser for the final act in the great world drama, 
written in human blood, that has been going on 
for four long, tortuous years at a cost of millions 
of human lives and the untold destruction of 
property. 

No one in a position to do so has officially 
proclaimed when or where the second-front 

assault is to be made. But we know from the Cairo and Teheran 
declarations, as well as from the genera! preparations of the Allied 
governments, that it has been marked down on the calendar for 
execution not later than the spring of 1944. It seems the one fact 
of the war which we are able to look forward to with complete 


certainty. 
WE'VE JUST BEEN GETTING READY For the past two 
years since Pearl 
Harbor all of our war plans and efforts have been in preparation 
for the great undertaking that lies immediately ahead. In 1942 
the question of a second European front was merely a subierct 
of vague speculation. In 1943 it was a possibility, but stil] same 
what remote. Now it is an imminent reality which even the enemy 
acknowledges. 

The one great question in relation to the coming events which 
the whole world has been asking so long has now been answered 
by the one man who should know most about it. General Eisen- 
hower, recently named as the supreme Allied commander of the 
main invasion front, has predicted that “we will win the European 
war in 1944.” 

Predictions of the same sort have come from a number of 
civilian, political and propagandist quarters. But it is nighly 
unusual for a responsible military commander to commit himself 
so definitely. The Eisenhower forecast is all the more remarkasle 
since it comes from a man noted for his modesty and carefulness 
of prophecy. 

The Eisenhower prediction is qualified by only two assumptions 

First, that Germany can produce no new secret weapons, no 
gas warfare, no new military technique which is capable of steppin 
for long our strategic destruction of her factories and communica- 
tions from the air or the advance of our forces on the ground. 

Second, that every man and woman, “all the way from the 
front line to the remotest hamlet of our two countries.” the United 
States and Britain, will “do his or her full duty.” : 

The latter are simple conditions to attach to an attainment 
of such great magnitude. It is inconceivable that those of us on 
the home front could do any less than give Genera] Fisenhower 
the degree of co-operation he requires. He cannot be expected to 
succeed if the production and flow of vitally imnortant war sup- 
plies is permitted to be held up by strikes and labor disturbances 
In the transportation and steel industries.

good on any of their boasted claims of new weapons, the one out- 
standing goal the world is able to look forward to in 1944 is the 
prospect of peace, at least in the European theater of action.

plaza dream, the plan to build viaducts over the tracks was launched 
It took several legislative sessions to get the assembly’s approval 
even for this plan. The anti-Atlanta crowd, at first, opposed it to 
a man. Many arguments against it were advanced, at committee 
hearings and on the floor of the house, but perhaps the most 
potent influence was not mentioned. A wealthy Atlantan, owner of 
several buildings which would be affected, hired the late John 
Hammond, Atlanta correspondent for the Macon Telegraph and 
several other Georgia papers, to lobby against the plan. For some 
years Hammond was remarkably successful. 

Representative Bessie Kempton, then in the Fulton county dele- 
gation, was generally credited with the leadership which finally 
secured passage of the bill permitting the viaducts. 

And who, today, would do away with them? Not even the 
property owners who once opposed them so bitterly. Even the 
property whose value they feared would be reduced has been en- 
hanced by the viaducts. . 

There is little likelihood of any such struggle being necessary 
to secure the essential legislative approval for the plaza plan as a 
whole, nowadays, provided only the state’s interests are protected 
and a feasible program, both as to finaneing and building, is pre- 
sented. 

And Governor Arnall seems to have worked out such a program, 
as described in his Tuesday article.
